THE GREENES IN COLONIAL HISTORY. 


We clip the following from tho Provi- 


dence Journal's report of tho meeting of th

After 
giving a very interesting history of tho life 
and public services of the elder John 
Greene, surgeon, who came from Salsbury, 
England, to Boston early in the eighteenth 
century, and thrace to Providence and War. 
wick, of which town, with Samuel Gorton 
and his contemporaries, he became ono of 
the original settlers (his daughter Mary be- 
ing Iho wife of James Sweet, said to be tbe 
progenitor of the celebrated bono scttinK 
Sweet family of this state,) and ono of the 
staunchest and most conspicuous defenders 
of the civil and religons liberties of the 
colonists of Rhode Island.
